Frohman is back from Europe laden 
With brilliant plans for next season, He an- 
nounces that he will have built the finest 
theatre in London for the exclusive production 
of his own plays. With his new London thea- 
tre and his Empire theatre in New York City 
he savs he will bave control of the two lead- 
ing theatres for origina] dramatic productions 
in America and England. 

Augustus Thomas will deliver to Mr. Froh- 
man in September a new comedy for autumn 
production in New York and will complete 
during the winter a new play for John Drew. 
Clyde Fitch has finished the two plays he has 
been at work on for the last six months, Sid- 
ney Rosenfeld has completed his work on the 
comedy The Mountain Climbers, Henry Guy 
Carleton is at work on a romantic play and 
he has secured William Gillette’s new play, 
in which that actor wili appear after his tour 
in The Admirable Crichton. Paul Potter has 
finished a new comedy and will shortly reach 
New York for its production and the suctess- 
ful manager is to have a new four act play 
by Madeleine Lucette Ryley. 

John Drew will open the Empire Theatre 
season in The Duke of Killicrankie, which is 
still running in London, Annie Russell will 
play at the Garrick Theatre in Brother Jac- 
ques. William Faversham goes to the Hudson 
Theatre in Pinero’s play, Letty. Virginia 
Harned will go to the Criterion after William 
Crane appears there in Business is Business, 
the success of the Comedie Francaise. Miss 
Harned’s appearance will be In a new comedy. 
Ethel Barrymore, after her California tour, 
will go to the Hudson Theatre in Sunday, fol- 
lowing William Fayersham, A new comedy 
is also being written for Miss Barrymore for 
America and England be H. V. Esmond. Mrs. 
Bloodgood goes to the Garrick Theatre in 
Clvde Fitch’s play The Cornet of a Duchcss 
and Mrs. Gilbert will appear in a new pliv 
by Fitch called Granty. Mr. Frohman will 
begin Francis Wilson’s season probably in 
November in a new modern comedy without 
music. Henry Miller will go te the Garrick 
Theatre later in the season with Henry Arthur 
Jones’ play Joseph Entangled. Miss Fay Da- 
vis will re-appear in America this season in 
R. C. Carton’s play The Rich Mrs, Repton. 
William Collier will tour in The Dictator and 
then go to London to play this piece and On 
the Quiet at Wyndham’s Theatre there. 

Maude Adams begins her season in October. 
Miss Adams will also appear in a new four 
act play called Jenny and a fifty minute char 
acter play called Op 0’ Me Thumb. 

Much of Mr. Frohman’s time is employed in 
arranging the Sothern-Marlowe tour. Mr. 
Frohman secured a new play by J. M. Barrie 
that he will first produce in London, a new 
play by Pinero, which he will also give a 
london production, a new comedy by Robert 
Marshall and a new play by Henry Arthur 
Jones. He has also secnred a new comedy 
by Haddon Chambers. From the German he 
las The Blind Passenger which will be pro- 
duced at once in New York. Another new 
comedy is now in rehearsal at the Haymarket 
Thertre. Tondon. by Louis N. Parker and 
U. N. Jacobs, the novelist. His new produc- 
tion in September, at the vaudeville theatre 
in London is a musical play called The Catch 
of the Season. This will e2lso he given an 
American presentation. Mr. Frohman also has 
an interest in the American tour of Vecsy, 
the child violinist. 

During his sotourn in Paris Mr. Frohman 
secured a new play by Bataille, the dramatizer 
of The Resurrection; also La Montansier, and 
the Chinese comedy, The Third Moun. Others 
were The Gallant King, a play by Triston 
Pernard, called Daisy and Monsieur Guintry’s 
success Cranquebille. 

He also has a dramatization of Kipling’s 
Stery of the Gadsbys and Gordon Lennoi’s 
Indiscretion of Mr. Kingsley and has arranged 
for some important stars to visit this courtryv 
and has secured a great number of English 
players. Charles Wyndham and his coinpany, 
including Mary Moore, come under his manage- 
ment to the Lyceum Theatre, New York, on 
November 16, producing David Garrica, Mrs. 
Gorringe’s Necklace, by the author of Cousin 
Kate, and a new pley. Sir Charles Wyzdlham's 


engagement in this country js fer three 
months. 

Mrs. Patrick Campbell will be under his 
management for twenty-elgnt weeks in The 
Sorceress. His own English muasiecal company, 


headed by Edna May and consisiing of seventy 
people will go to Daly’s Theatre early in Sep- 
tember to produce The School Girl. He jas 
also arranged with Mr. George Edwards for 
La Pounel and also Veronique. He will open 
the Duke of York’s Theatre in London with 
Merely Mary Ann.

THE OLDEST SYNDICATE. 


According to the ‘Literary Digest,’ the old- 
est svndicate is the French Society of Authors 
and Dramatic Composers, founded in 1829. 
It now constitutes a powerful monopolizing 
association which governs absolutely the dram- 
atic market in France. No manager dares to 
break its rules, under penalty of never being 
able to get a modern play; no author can work 
independently of it, under pain of never having 
his play acted. But the author who once yields 
to it has his copyright guaranteed, has the 
benefit of a mutual aid fund, and after being 
a member for twenty-five years, is eligible to 
retirement on a pension. 

The managers, however share in none of 
these benefits. The society has been able to 
bind them so that they can not combine against 
it, by imposing three conditions upon them: 
That no manager shall have direct or indirect 
relations with another; that he shall have no 
financial administration in common with an- 
other, and that he shall not draw any money 
from the same scource that another manager 
may be getting his. 

How the society works is told by a banker, 
who wished to buy a certain theatre. ‘The 
authors refused to let him do so, and accused 
him of being a silent partner In two other 
theatres, with which he wanted to combine 
the third playhouse, This, according to the 
banker, is what happened when he came before 
the committee of authors: 

“Do you know MM. Deval and Richemond?”’ 
(theatrical managers.) 

**Yes. very well.” 

At once ten voices were raised to impose 
all sorts of conditions on me, of which these 
are a few: 

“You will engage no artists from the Athe- 
nee or the Folies-Dramatique; you will not 
borrow any scenery from the said theatres. 
We forbid you to take counsel with either M. 
Deval or M. Richemond,” etc. 

When some order was restored, M. Pierre 
Wolff added: ‘‘We, however. do not object to 
your dining with your friends sometimes.”’

MR. SAVAGE’S PART. 


He Will Have Eleven Traveling Com- 
panies Besides Stock Vehicles for 
His Actors. 


Mr. Henry W. Savage’s part in theatricals 
the coming season promises to be strenuous. 
The season of 1904-05 will be a busy one for 
him. He will have at the beginning of the 
season eleven traveling companies in addl- 
tion to the Garden Theatre at New York City, 
the Studebaker at Chicago and the Chaftesbury 
Theatre at London. 

The first mew production this manager wiil 
make will be George Ade’s newest comedy, 
The College Widow, a satire, without music, 
on modern college life. This will be produced 
at the Garden Theatre, New York, Sept. 5. 
Mr. Savage’s magnificent production of Parst- 
fal in England will be offered to the public 
for the first time in Boston, Oct. 17. Wae- 
ner’s great masterpiece will be given in Eng- 
lish exactly as at the Metropolitan Opera 
House where it was sung in German. The first 
company to open the season will be The Yan- 
kee Consul, the Blossom-Robyn opera, in which 
Raymond Hitchcock is starring. This piece 
will open in Chicago at the Studebaker Thea- 
tre, Aug. 8. Mr. Savage’s famous English 
Grand Opera company will go to the Pacific 
coast this season, and will open the season 
early in October In Brooklyn. Two new pro- 
ductions will be brought to New York at an 
early date. They are Woodland, the Pixley 
and Luders’ forest fantasy, and The Sho-Gun, 
the Korean comic opera by George Ade and 
Gustav Loaders. Charles E. Evans has been 
engaged to play the leading role in The Sho- 
Gun, and Harry Bulger is now playing the 
principal comedy part in Woodland. The sul- 
tan of Sulu and Peggy from Paris, will both 
start the season in August in Brooklyn. There 
will be two Prince of Pilsen companies. One 
is now playing at the Shaftesbury Theatre in 
London, where it will remain indefinitely; the 
other will tour the United States, opening In 
Brooklyn early in September. Wallack’s Thea- 
tre, New York, where The County Chairman, 
George Ade’s quaint comedy, played last sea- 
son, will be re-opened Sept. 1 with the same 
attraction. The Western County Chairman 
company will be headed by Theodore Roberts, 
who will play thé title role, and George That- 
cher, the veteran minstrel, who will play the 
role of Sassafras Livingston. Mr. Savage 
will make several new productions during this 
coming season, the titles of which have not 
yet been made public. William P. Carleton. 
one of the best-known baritones on the stage 
has been engaged to sing the role of Leopoldo 
in The Yankee Consul. Carrie Perkins has 
been engaged to sing the role of Hi-Faloot in 
the George Ade-Gustave Luders comic opera. 
The Sho-Gun. The Korean opera will open the 
season in Boston and will then go to Wallack’s 
Theatre, Manhattan, for an indefmmite engage- 
ment. 


COSTA RICA'S NATIONAL THEATRE. 


One of the finest playhouses In the Western 
world is at San Jose, Cota Rica. It is a 
fact, whether you know it or not, and it has 
quite an interesting history. Some years ago 
Costa Ricans decided that a big theatre. one of 
national pretensions, was just the thing need- 
ed. The theatre was built at the expense 
of the Government, and at a cost variously es- 
timated at from $1,000,000 to $2.000.000. It Is 
located at San Jose, and is one of the most 
magnificent and imposing structures of the 
kind on this side of the globe. Poor success 
has attended the efforts to make It what we 
eall ‘ta going concern’”’ In the United States 
Several years ago the Government contracted 
with a high-class French or Spanish troupe 
to play in the theatre, but the venture, for 
some reason, did not turn out well. But the 
theatre is still there, waiting a favorite turn 
in the fortunes of Costa Rica, and ft is a splen- 
did monument to the spirit and progress of the 
people. The Government of Cocta Rica has 
levied a tax of 1.5 centavos (0.7 cent) per 
kilogram on petroleum, carburet of calclum 
and other articles as a ‘‘theatre tax,’’ and 
wharfage rate. 


MABEL TALIAFERRO HONORED. 


Miss Mable Tallaferro, who has made such 
a hit in the cast of Mrs. Wiggs of the Cab- 
bage Patch, has been selected for a prominent 
role in support of the eminent Italian trage- 
dian, Signor Ermete Novelli, for his American 
tour next season. The famous Italian wil! 
tour America under the management of Lieb- 
ler and company. 

The selection of the young actress 1s con- 
sidered a wise one. Although Miss Taliaferro 
is barely sixteen years of age she has demon- 
strated her abilitv and convinced the critics 
as well as the public that she possesses talent 
of a high order. Miss Taliaferro speaks the 
Italian tongue with fluency. Althongh reared 
in this country her parents educated her in 
their language. 

Last year Miss Taliaferro took a trip to Rome 
and other Italian cities of interest. At the 
suggestion of W. B. Yeats she spoke the lines 
of the Irish poet’s faery fantasy, The Land 
of Heart’s Desire, before the tragedian with 
whom she is to appear, and her reading made 
a profound impression upon him. He promised 
her a place in his company should he ever 
come to America. Now he has decided to 
come he expressed his desire to Messrs. Liebler 
and company that Miss Taliaferro should have 
a prominent role in his company. Singular 
enough the young actress was already under 
the management of that firm and the wish of 
Signor Novelli thus became a fact. 

It is probable that Mise Taliaferro will 
assume the role of Parthenla to the Signor’s 
Ignomar. At the conclusion of the Chicago 
run of Mrs. Wiggs of the Cabbage Patch, the 
young actress will sojourn to Rome to join the 
company in rehearsal. 

Americans will be Interested tn the tour of 
Signor Novelli. His company will consist sole- 
ly of Italian actors, with the exception of 
Miss Taliaferro who is American born. 
Signorina Olga Giannini will be leading lady. 


SHEIK HADJI TAHAR. 


The above is a portrait of Shelk Haji 
Tabar, the celebrated importer and manager 
of the several Arabian acrobatic troupes that 
have been seen in this country. In 1882 he 
made his first trip from Arabia to Gonstanti- 
nople where he was royally received by the 
Sultan of Turke~ From there he traveled 
through Russia, Germany, Italy, Spain, France 
and England. In 1883 he left England with 
Mr. W. W. Cole for America where he joined 
the Cole shows, that time he has 
brought to this country many celebrated feat- 
ures. The Sheik and his troupe have become 
well known through his connection with large 
circuses. He went to Australia in 1890 with 
Sells Bros. He afterward went to Mexico with 
Orrin Bros. and toured with Barnum and 
Balley and Buffalo Bill’s Wild West. He was 
also for a time with Al. G. Field’s Minstrels. 
He is a fluent linguist, epeaks ten languages, 
is a Mason, a Shriner and an Elk. At pres- 
ent he is in St. Louts. One of his troupes 
is now playing the Hopkins’ Circuit.

On the title page of this issue of ‘The 
Billboard’’ ‘te nfietured the famous song writer 
and publisher whose career furnishes a unique 
history, interesting to both the profession and 
the -eneral public. However, a biographical 
sketch would rather be superfluous as the life 
of Mr. Chas. K. Harris is eo well known. 
About a year ago Mr, Harris left his home 
in Milwaukee and established himself in New 
York City. The Chas. Harris Publishing 
Company now occupies a supreme position in 
the musical field. This {s no doubt, due to the 
fact that as far as is possible Mr. Harris 
gives his personal attention to every minor 
detail of his enormous business. His work 
requires a strenuous hand. 

Mr. Harris made his greatest hit as a song 
writer when be gave After The Ball to the 
public. The melody was probably the most 
popular of all music compositions. It took 
immediately and it carried the name of Chas. 
‘. Harris to coveted heights. Mr. Harris has 
a pecnifar faculty of detecting popular strains 
in an unpublished production. This faculty 
has been his success as a publisher. He is 
also endowed with a natural leve of music 
and a gift for its production. This endowment 
and natural gift has placed him in the highest 
ranks as a song writer. 

During her recent farewell tour Mme. Ade- 
line Patt! sang The Last Farewell, which was 
written by Mr. Harris for the occasion. This 
was the first time in her life that the noted 
diva ever sang an American song by an Amer- 
lean writer. The Last Farewell was sung 
throughout her tour and was a great success. 

Mr. Harris has accomplished a great work 
during the past year in New York City. The 
scores and the music for The Runaways, Sear- 
geant Kitty, In The Good Old Summer Time. 
The Funny Mr. Dooley and Parsifalia. all 
well-known musical productions, were published 
by him last season. A long list of instrument- 
al and song successes, too lengthy for pub- 
Heation on a limited espace, was also among 
his publications. Among them number many 
of the song hits of the season.

How many of 
these new plays have been read? It is true 
that In America there {fs no syndicate of dra- 
matic authors to enforce recognition as they 


have Paris. It is also true that ninety- 
eight out of every hundred plays entered for 
copyright in Washington may be the verlest 
trash. How about the remaining two?. When 
the enormous profits derived from a successful 
run of a new play are considered it would 
seem that these two are worth looking for 
One Paris manager, starting with a capital of 
about $40 and an amateur company, began 
playing refected pieces in a cheap hall 2 doz- 
en years or so ago. Now he owns a theatre 
and a good fat bundle of ‘“‘rentes.” Plays 
which be has tried out have been taken up at 
more important theatres, and instead of being 
the object of ridicule that he was in the be- 


ginning, he has become a serious factor in 
Parisian art life, and is respected according- 
ly.

Se now the hills «lone the Ohfo and Missis- 
sipp! are echoing the mnsic of the larze-voiced 
ealliope. The instrument, connected with the 
steam pipe of a tugbeat, is turned loose upon 
approaching any of the scores of towns whose 
billboards annonnees that the River Dramatic 
Company {s about ‘- give its performances. 
The Mississipp! steamboat whistle {is uniane 
and startling. but It plays second fiddle to the 
novel and fascinating calliope, which never 
fails to bring a crowd te the bank. But as 
the boat nears the landing, the many-toned 
instrument subsides, the brass band strikes up 
the crowd Increases, and there is bustle and 
excitement. The great dramatic company has 


arrived 
Rehind the tugboat fs a large two-story 
barge. It is gay with bunting. and the name 


of the company extends fm letters two feet 
hich from stem to stern. 

The deckhande make fast to the shore with 
a degree of skill and alacrity worthy of spe- 
cis] gnention, for they are amateurs fn thet 
line. They will appear later In the toggeery of 
the stage. facing the footlights for their 
real business is to split the esrs of the 
groundlings. 

The ticket office opens and the treasurer is 
ready for business. You then step into the 
anditerium and select your seat. 

It is well lichted and well ventilated from 
windows on both sides of the boat. Every one 
may have a seat In a reguiatien theatre chsir. 
There are seats for about © 1,000 A double 
tler of boxes, twelve In all. provides special 
accommodations. The snng, little stage. about 
thirty feet square, has a good assortment of 
bright scenery.

thirty persons to run the 
flosting theatre, 


and nearly all of them are 


utilized behind the ecrenes. If the cook, the 
engineer and the stoker cannot act, they can 
at least shift scenery. attend to properties 


swell the ranks of the battling armies and the 
fiery mobs and howl when volume of noise ts 
the proper thing. 

The company has only two or three pieces 
in its repertoire. The actors are not lacking 
In experience or talent, and many a land show 
would suffer by comparsion with thelr work. 
The public that patronizes them gets its 
money's worth. 

When the ice broke up in the Ohlo Iast 
svring the Dusiness season for the floating 
theatre began. .

SEVERAL COUNTRIES 
CLAIM YANKEE DOODLE. 


It is sai@ that France, Holland and Spain, 
besides our own country lay claim to the 
famous melody—Yankee Doodle. 

Buckingham Smith, while secretary of the 
American Legation at Madrid. in 1858, wrote 
to an American gentleman that ‘“‘Yankee Doo- 
dle’s’’ music bore a strong resemblance to a 
popular air of Riscay and that a professor 
from Northern Spain had recognized {t as be- 
ing much like the anclent sword dance played 
on solemn occasions by the people of San 
Sebastin. 

“The professor says the tune varies tn those 
provinces,’’ wrote Mr. Smith, ‘‘and he pur- 
poses in a conple of months to give me the 
ehanges as they are to be found in the dif- 
ferent towns. Our national air certainly has 
its origin in the music of the free Pyrenees. 
The first strains are identically those of the 
herole Danza Esparta. of brave old Biscay.’’ 

To checkmate Mr. Smith's enthusiastic claim 
for the oricin of the tune, one has Louis Kos- 
suth’s acconnt of his countrymen’s behavior 
when, traveling with him on the Misstssippt, 
they first heard Americans sing ‘‘Yankee Doo- 
dle.” He writes that his companions straight- 
way fell to canering and- dancing, for they 
recognized an air familiar to them and which 
they had heard In old Hungary. 

Again, both the French and the Dntch lar 
claim to the melody. For the south of France 
knew ft as an old vinting song, while fn the 
land of dikes, according to the tale of one 
old Hollander, in the days when the Dntch 
harvesters received for wages as much bnutter- 
milk as they conld drink and a tenth of the 


grain, they reaped to this old tune, singing 
the words:— 
Yanker. dndel. doodle down, 
Diddie. dudel, lanther, < 


Yankee viver, voover vown, 
Boter milk and tanther. 

Resides being thus surprisingly at home on 
the Continent. from the North Sea to the Med- 
iterraneen, the mnusie fs Hkewise English pron- 
erty. The earliest trace of ‘t in print is in 
“Walsh's Collection of Dances for the year 
1750." Here ft is written in 6-8 times, and 
is known as ‘“‘Fisher’s Jig.”” But besides be- 
ing used under this name ae a dance tune. 
it had had for rears before 1750 heen crooned 
by English mothers to their babies to the 
nursery verses.— 

Lucey Locket lost her pocket, 
Kitty Fisher found It. 
Nothing in ft, nothing on it 
Rut the binding round it. 
And there was a variant form wherein the 


unfortunate lass whose loss is exploited was 
Lydia, not Lucy and of whose pocket "twas 
Not a bit of money tn it— 
Only binding round it. 
It fs noticeable that the name “Fisher’’ o+r- 
curs in both jig and rhyme. This fs not with- 
out significence, for Kittv Fisher was a real 


personage. of some notoriety. 

Thus the tune {fs carried back another hun- 
dred vears to 1650. the dars of Ronndhead and 
Cavalier. Credence may then well he given 
to the tradition which makes Cromwell the 
conspicions figure in the stanza:— 

Yankee Doodle came to town 
Tpon a Kentish pony: 

He stuck a feather fn his hat 
And called ft macaron!. 

The origination of the lines story says, was 
after the time of the uprising against Charles, 
Cromwell once rode in to Oxford mounted upon 
a diminutive steed which may well have been 
Kentish—since horses of that extraction are 
so small—with his single plume fastened into 
a sort of knot which was derisively called a 
macaroni. In ridicule of the ficnre thus cut 
by the Puritan leader the Cavaliers sang the 
lines quoted. 

There is another tale told tn England attest- 
nz the popniarity of ‘‘Fisher’s Jig." This 
runs that about the middle of the eighteenth 
century there stood fn Londen, In the city 
proper, in the neighborhood of Pow Bells, a 
church with a musical clock. This daily at 
the hour of twelve played, among several 
melodies, the air of ‘“‘Yankee Poodle.” Fifty 
vesrs ago an interested American tried to 
trace the story to its sonrce and learn the 
locality of the clock, but his quest was vain. 
Nothing indefinite conld be learned, and no 
trace of the building could be found. The 
simple story that such a thing had been was 
all that time had bequeathed. 

The tune having been thus familiar fn the 


mother country. ft {fs not surprising that it 
should have been bronght across the water 
fn Colonial days. Nor. perhaps, in riew of 


{ts extraordinary popularity on the Furopean 
continent. ought surprise to be expressed that 
the simple air should have laid such a strong 
hold on the young natinn. Yet the circum- 
stances of its birth are of dramatic interest. 
and etrikincly similar to the Cromwell part 
of the tune’s English history.

THE ORIGINAL DIXIP. 


The recent death of Dan Emmett, the mins- 
trel and comedian, has revived interest in the 
song which more than any other gave him 
lasting fame. A part of the old-time minstrel 
performance was a ‘‘walk-around,”’ and the 
comedians were frequently called upon to 
furnish their own. In 1859 Emmett was play- 
ing at Bryant’s Theatre, New York, and was 
notified one Saturday night that he would he 
expected to contribute a new walk-around on 
Monday. Dan set to work, and with an old 
melody of the plantations repeating itself in 
his memory, the new song was evolved and 
sung to the New York public on time. It is 
a good example of the minstrel songs popular 
at that date, and the tune, which caught the 
popular fancy immediately, afterward became 
the national air of the Southern Confederacy, 
after its adaptotion to a patriotic wording. 
Emmett’s composition is here given: 


In Dixie land where I was born in, 
Early on a frosty mornin’, 

Look away! Look away! Look away! 
Den I wish I was in Dixie, 

Horray! MHorroy! 
In Dixie land I'll take my stand, 
To lib and die in Dixie! 

Away! Away! 
Away down South in Dixie! 


Old missus marry ‘‘Will-de-weaber.”’ 
Willium was a --~- deceaber; 

Look away! Look away! Look away!

EFFECTS OF A PRESIDENTIAL CAM- 
PAIGN. 


Why should a presidential campaign have a 
deleterious effect on the amusement business? 
Indeed the summer amusements have felt the 
evil effects even of the prospective campaign. 
And why? The question wants a logical an- 
swer; there is none forthcoming, for the ar- 
gument that a presidential election year is 
bound by all precedent to be a bad one for 
amusements is perhaps less logical than true. 
Precedent has established the validity of many 
a bad law. People are prone to follow a pre- 
cedent even against their better judgment. 
To assume that the process of electing a prest- 
dent of this republic necessitates the tying up 
of finances and incidentally the renunciation 
of luxuries to an extent that will militate 
against the amusement business is, in effect, 
postulating an hypothesis, At least any change 
in conditions following a change in regime is 
not an immediate prospect. It is not that the 
public foresees any danger, whatever the out- 
come of the November election, that they 
“close up.’’ Their custom, or belief, or what- 
ever it is that influences them, is purely tra- 
ditional. They are slaves to custom. They 
are sheep, following the lead of forefathers 
dead and gone. Ninety per cent. of the men 
who fear the outcome of the election can not 
explain why, are unable to demonstrate any 
views on which to found their fears, 

The real conditions depend on the crope— 
on the cotton crop in the South, and on the 
wheat and corn crops in the North, for indus- 
trial conditions are subordinate to the acricul- 
tural. The sooner the people can be educated 
to this fact the better it will be for the 
amusement business and for business in gen- 
eral. Crops are cood this season. Reports 
from all sectious of the country demonstrate 
that money will be plentiful. With the ex- 
ception of the Colorado mining trouble 
and the meat strike in Chicago, industrial 
conditions are equally promising. So far 
as amusements in the cities are concern- 
ed, there is no real or immediate occasion 
for the imminent slump. Until the campaign 
is over the stump speakers in the country 
districts will draw the people away from the 
theatres and other attractions, but stump 
speakers are growing fewer with each recurring 
election and it will not be many years till 
their harangue will be heard no more and the 
business of influencing voters will be delegated 
to the newspapers. The non-partisan maga- 
zines are doing much to elucidate the questions 
at issue for the agriculturalist and hig rural 
brothers, and It is to be hoped that they. with 
their general circulation among the masses, 
will demonstrate the fallacy of a tradition 
that ig keeping money out of the box office. 


A FALSE ECONOMY. 


In view of the recent action of the Associa- 
tion of New York Managers in eliminating 


window-lithograph advertising, the following 
comment of ‘‘The Billposter,’’ a London, Eng., 
journal, written in reply to a newspaper arti- 
cle advocating a similar action in England to 
that of the New York managers, is interest- 
ing. 
“The troubles of touring and other theatrical 
Managers command the sympathetic interest 
of every bill-poster. The trade patronage of 
these gentlemen bulks largely jn accounts and 
is valued appreciatively. Many ties of friend- 
ship and business interests exist between 
members of the two vocations. And if here 
and there bill-posters and impresarios have 
found themselves unable to see eye to eye 
important points, the fact in no way wmili- 
tates against the essential community of in- 
terest between them. Without such a sense 
of responsibility towards each other, business 
could not go on, as it in the main does, with 
satisfaction to both parties. 

“Hence it is not with an unkindly interest 
that one has read the long and able letter 
appearing in the Referee of June 5th, in whic 
the sorrows of ‘‘the profession’’ are dealt 
with by a correspondent unknown, who writes 
from Birmingham. ‘Therein is to be found a 
very lucid exposition of the imternecine trou- 
bles of theatrical managers. According to the 
writer, the touring manager is being driven 
from the road by the demands of theatre 
lessees, bad business, bad dates, and heavy 
expenses. 

“Into the family grievances it would be 
impertinent to pry. There can be less ob- 
jection, however, to a consideration of the 
plight of the manager in respect to his bills. 
And yet less again because bill-posters may 
disagree with some of the writer's conclusions. 
It is pointed out in the letter, and common 
knowledge confirms this statement, that lead- 
ing firms of printers have taken a financial 
interest in several theatrical enterprises. But 
the writer adds that printers have taken oc- 
casion of this advantage to make unduly 
onerous terms. They have, it is claimed, in- 
sisted that their partners should use an ex- 
cessive number of bills. 

“Here again is a statement that is open to 
legitimate debate by the printers concerned. 
If they were to speak for themselves it is im- 
aginable that they could find arguments in de- 
fence of their actions. Theatrical nanoagers, 
like other mortals, find it all too easy to Le- 
lieve that advertising should be cut down in 
bad times. Faced with all sorts of irreducable 
expenses, they have come to look upon bills 
and bill-posting as an item to be economised 
upon when all else fails. But in another view 
of the case it must be admitted that insuffi- 
cient advertising only tends to make bad busi- 
ness worse. 

“Perhaps there are more sound reasons for 
limiting advertisement in good seasons than 
in bad ones. It is a momentous thing to cur- 
tail the output of bills at any time, and in 
the situation as the financier-lithographers the 
touring manager would probably adopt their 
view. In any caSe it must be pointed out that 
the speculative printer has an interest in the 
business that is not limited to the supply 
of bills. He must be paid for the paper, 
and he must receive interest upon his money, 
and eventually have his capital returned. Be- 
yond his contro] as a supplying agent, he is 
definitely imvolved in the fate of the en- 
terprise. Like the manager, the printer wants 
the company to win success. 

“The whole matter is one of means of at- 
taining that end. The manager may not be 
always right, the printer not invariably wrong. 
Justice and equity must preside over the deal- 
ings of the pair, or—as the correspondent 
says—‘the extra billing will not pay.’ The 
writer of the letter uses those words about 
the present quota of bills. He says deliber- 
ately that advertisement is being overdone. 
Should that be so, printers must quickly be 
driven to moderate their demands upon their 
partners. Necessity knows no law, and in 
matters of business all men are the creatures 
of circumstances in some degree. But it would 
be rash to lay too much stress upon the 
heavy cost of posters, 

“Compared with salaries, 
ondary item indeed. Upon our authority's 
own confession, Salaries have been cut down 
in some instances to a level at which com- 
petent players are not to be had. The con- 
Sequence of such a step 18 easy to foresee, A 
good and sufficient display of bills having at- 
tracted an audience, poor acting has sent away 
the crowd in low spirits. Members of the 
audience have spoken their dissatisfaction to 
their friends, and these verbal protests have 
undermined the confidence engendered by the 
playbills. Had it been otherwise, the private 
encomiums would have supported the adver- 
tisements and success in lieu of failure would 
have followed. 

“Nobody can pretend that it is wise to ad- 
vertise any play or article that is intrinsical- 
ly unsound and unsatisfactory to the public. 
Yet such has been done and has in all cases 
met with the failure for which it wag pre- 
destined. It has been done with plays, and, 
on a consideration of all the factors, the fall- 
ures are seen to be responsible for some of 
the pessimism expressed about poster values. 
A protest must be registered against attributing 
to advertising consequences for which it is 
not and could not be answerable, If effects 
are traced to their causes it is made plain that 
it is not by reason of extravagance im the use 
of bill-posting that touring companies are 
meeting with almost universal adversity. The 
loss is greater than the advertising done pos- 
sibly could produce, and there are reasons for 
saying that a diminution of posting activity 
could only make the loss greater. 

“Common observation shows that the most 
successful tours of the season have not been 
those in which the outlay in posters has been 
stinted, The music-halls, of whose competition 
so bitter a complaint js made, have assuredly 
not been hiding their attractions from the 
public. Liberal advertising is the key-note 
of go-ahead music-hall enterprise, and consid- 
erably less astonishment would have been 
aroused in some minds if it had been said 
that music-hall] billing was approaching its 
limit of profitability. Nothing of the sort 1s 
said, and from this silence it is impossible to 
avoid drawing one’s own conclusions. 

There {s nothing to hinder touring man- 
agers either from plucking heart of grace from 
the same omens. From the evidences of suc- 
cess some of them might distil a more cheerful

philosophy than that which exudes from the 
despondent writer of the letter under review. 

“For buoyancy and determination, unfiinch- 
ing nerve and indomitability, theatrical enter- 
prises have earned proverbial fame. These 
qualities are not dead yet among the race of 
managers, despite dull days. That times of 
more prosperity are at hand for them is the 
sincere wish of all their friends. Possibly 
the dawn is not so far distant as some of the 
dejected think. When it arrives we may find 
managers less ready to question the virtues of 
adequate advertising and more disposed to 
prefer too much rather than too little. With- 
out posters good and plenty their best efforts 
are crippled and frustrated. In this, as in 
most things, there are true and false econo- 
mies, and in all interests it Is to be deplored 
that a fictitious saving should temporarily seem 
attractive. That in the long run the true will 
win nobody need despair.’’ 

All that is said in this article is equally 
true of America. The conditiong are very 
similar. Judicious advertising is never an 
unnecessary luxury and any action limiting 
theatre advertising is usually deleterious in af- 
fect. The advisability of such economy should 
be left to the individual manager to act as 
occasion warrants and as conditions require. 
The attraction that is playing to capacity at 
every performance may dispense with some of 
the advertising that would otherwise be neces- 
sary; but the new attraction whose suecess {s 
doubtful can hardly do without any of the 
forms of publicity which practice has proven 
beneficial. 


SUNDAY AT ST. LOUIS. 


The following editorial comment in the cur- 
rent ‘‘Colliers’’ indicates that the provision of 
the National Government for closing the 
World’s Fair on Sundays has proven a “good 
purpose with a bad effect."’ The concessionaires 
on the Pike have ample occasion for a long and 
unanimous ‘I told you so;"’ for they did. And 
when America has another fair such a demand 
On the part of the Government should it be 
made will no doubt meet with greater oppo- 
sition. 

“One of the worst mistakes connected with 
the very interesting Exposition at St. Louis 
is the Sunday closimg. Nobody loses more by 
it than the champions of real religion, for 
nothing could do more to cool a people toward 
religion than an act se out of accord with the 
feelings of the time. How the error came to 
be made nobody seems to know. The provis- 
ion was made a condition of the National Gov- 
ernment’s contribution, several years ago, but 
what influence led the Government to make 
the provisions we bave been unable to learn. 
It may have been merely the idlosyncrasy of 
some one Congressman. We have beard, with 
scepticism, that brewing influences were be- 
hind it. Certainly the brewers, the St. Louis 
restaurants, and the keepers of billiard balls 
are the only gainers, and especially the brew- 
ers, for the crowds which would have been bav- 
ing refining pleasure at the Exposition grounds 
bow have a somewhat less refining pleasure 
drinking beer by thousands in the resorts with 
which St. Louis is surrounded. It would be a 
good thing if the forces which caused this 
mistake at Washington could be uncovered,’’ 


Throughout Washington County, Maryland: 
and particularly in the Cumberland Valley, the 
crops are abundant and thriving.

More care than usual should be exercised by 
traveling companies routing through Kansas 
the coming season as the recent heavy rains 
and floods in that state have damaged the 
crops to a great extent; consequently money 
will be somewhat scarce. It is said to be un- 
usually dull outside of the oil and gas belt, 
but in that portion of the state the theatrical 
business ough to be as good if not better than 
usual, 


Owing to the trouble between the etriking 
miners and the Citizens’ Alliance in Colorado, 
the amusement business is In a very bad condi. 
tion not only in Colorado, but throughout the 
western mining districts. 


Crop conditions through southern Obio, In- 
diana and Illinois, are very good and money 
is plentiful in that region, 


The unprecedented number of catastrophes 
to excursion trains and excursion steamers this 
summer has greatly reduced the number of 
excursionists and has no doubt had a salutary 
effect on the circus business. Excursions were 
rapidly becoming the strongest kind of oppo- 
sition, 


CROP REPORT. 

While rather cool for best results in the 
lake region and portions of the central valleys, 
with lack of sunshine and too much rain in 
the Middle Atlantic and Central Gulf States, 
the weather conditions of the week ended 
July 25, as a whole, were favorable. IJAmited 
areas in the South Atlantic States, Tennessee 
and the Ohlo and Upper Missouri Valleys and 
the North Pacific Coast need rain. With the 
exception of portions of the Central Missour! 
Valley, excellent weather for harvesting and 
threshing prevailed in the central valleys, 
where harvesting !s nearly finished end thresh- 
ing has made rapid progress. Quite generous 
and much-needed rains occurred In the middle 
and Southern Rocky Mountain distriets, par- 
tially relieving the severe and protracted 
drouth. - 

While higher temperature in the extreme 
northern portion of the corn belt would have 
been more favorable, corn has made excellent 
growth and 1g in most promising condition 
generally throughout the corn belt. The crop 
is now largely laid by in a satisfactory state 
of cultivation, the early planted being in silk 


and tassal as far north as Nebraska, lowa and 
I} inols, 

With another week of favorable weather for 
harvesting and threshing, this work has ad- 
vanced satisfactorily, the harvesting of winter 
wheat being nearly completed in the more 
northerly sections. In the Tower Missour! 
Valley the continuous rains of previous weeks 
reduced the yleld and lowered the quality of 
much winter wheat. 

Some complaints of rust In spring wheat are 
recelved from portions of Iowa and South Da- 
kota, but generally the crop has advanced 
favorably, although poor and weedy on low- 
lands in Northern Minnesota. The crop is ri- 
pening in the southern portion of the spring 
wheat region, harvesting having begun in 
lowa. 

While early spring wheat has been somewhat 
improved by rains in Oregon, much of the 
late-sown has been cut for hay. In Washing- 
ton spring wheat ds backward and suffering 
from drouth. 

Oat harvest has continued under favorable 
conditions, and is nearing completion in the 
Lower Missour! and Missiseipp! Valleys, In 
the more northerly sections the maturing crop 
is very promising. 

Cotton has suffered to some extent from 
lack of cultivation and too rapid growth In 
portions of the central districts, and while 
shedding and rust are reported in places else- 
where, the crop generally has done well. 
Rolls are now opening in the more southerly 
portions and picking has begun in Texas, 
where ample rains have relleved the drouthy 
conditions prevailing at the close of the pre- 
vious week. Boll weevils have appeared in 
two border parishes of Louisiana adjacent to 
the area affected In Texas, but as yet are 
causing no material injury. 

Tobacco continues to do well In nearly all 
tobacco states, the least favorable reports 
being received from North Carolina and Ken- 
tucky, the crop having sustained some damage 
from local storms in North Carolina, and in 
Kentucky, though doing fairly well, is rather 
uneven, Topping off early planted tobacco 
is In general progress in the Oblo Valley and 
middle Atlantic States. 

In the Lower Missourt, 
and Ohlo Valleys and over 
tions of the middle Atlantic States the out- 
look for apples is unfavorable, but better 
prospects are reported from New England, 
New York and the lake region. 

Nearly all reports Indicate an abundant crop 
of hay, which for the most part !s being se- 
eured in excellent condition.

Notes of Ringling Bros.’ Shows: Everybody 
with the big show was on the lot at Sioux 
Falls, on Sunday, July 17, to watch the cham- 
pilonship ball game of our two leagues. The 
acrobats, who have all the other clubs in the 
Performers League distanced, and the Canvas- 
men, the star nine of the Workingmen’s 
League, were the contestants. For six innings 
a remarkably even game was played, but in 
the beginning of the seventh, the canvasmen 
made several errors which permitted the dcro- 
bats to score seven runs, which at the end 
of the ninth told heavily tin the score, which 
was sixteen to nine in favor of the actobats.

of September, The reason for the change was aa Amertea adopted by the Grand Lodge, to

Lodges and as amended at Annual Sessions of 
1900, 1901, 1902 and 1908, be and the eame is 
hereby amended to read as follows: All Sub- 
ordinate Lodges are forbidden and prohibited 
from giving or being in any way connected 
with or a party to the giving of street fairs 
or street carnivals, and are forbidden and pro- 
hibited from giving or being connected with or 
& party to the giving of any shows ef an im- 
modest or immoral character, or that could 
offend the tastes or sensibilities of refined la- 
dies and gentlemen. That part of this law 
with reference to the giving of street fairs 
and carnivals shall become effective on and af- 
ter January Ist, 1 

“Provided: That upon application, of any 
Subordinate Lodge to the District Deputy hav- 
ing proper jurisdiction and upon submission 
of an outline of the character of the entertain- 
meant to be offered, showing it to be clean, 
moral and entirely free from offense, q dis- 
pensation may be granted for the giving of 
such entertainment under the name of car- 
nival or street fair.’’ 

The matter was referred to a special com- 
mittee who will report later.

As an assurance of the appreciation of the 
associated billposters and distributors of the 
United States and Canada for the royal man- 
ner in which they were entertained at the 
World’s Fair, and to reciprocate the kindness 
of President Francis on appointing a special 
day for Poster Day, the Association had offered 
the use of a million miles of billboard surface 
gratis to the Fair during the month of August. 
The resolution was suggested by Mr. P. 
MecAliney, general manager of the St. Lonis 
Posting Service, and was introduced by R. C. 
Campbell, John H. Whallen, 8: Pratt, O. J. 
was unanimously carried.
